The summary of the report, which 
is issued in an understandable form 
and appears in this issue, shows the 
Bank had total assets of 768,535,908, 
to meet payment of total liabilities 
to the public of $692,218,818, leaving 
an excess of assets amounting to we - 
317,090, 

While total assets are practically 
unchanged from a year ago, there has 
been an increase of over $50,000.000 
in the holdings of high-grade securi- 
ties and a corresponding decrease in 
current loans, due to the lessened re- 
quirements of the Bank’s customers 
under prevailing trade conditions. As 
a result of this change, liquid assets 
are up to $492,526,984, equivalent to 
71.15 per cent of liabilities to the pub- 
lic, as against $489,768,506 a year 
ago, equal to 63.46 per cent. Included 
in liquid assets are cash holdings of 
$78,683,217 or 11.36 per cent. of pub- 
lic liabilities. 

‘An interesting feature of the state- 
ment is the maintenance of total de- 


| posits at the high level of $641,346,- 


710. These compare with $648,832,- 
663 a year ago. 
Profit and Loss Account 

Profits for the year are substan- 
tially lower ,due to the smaller vol- 
ume of business offering and the low- 
er rates of interest on securities 
On the other hand, distribution to 
shareholders is ‘well below that of 


dividend rates, After taking care of 
all distributions, the total at the cred- 
it of profit and loss amounted to 
‘$1, 585,451, 

As was to bé-expected he largest 
proportion of liquid assets are in gov- 
ernment and other bonds and deben- 
tures, the total of them being $316,- 
967,375... The greater’ portion —of 
these securities mature at early dates. 
These holdings are up from $266,729,- 
664 at the end of the previous year. 

The call loans in ‘the same way 
showed a tendency to increase, call 
Joans in Canada being up to $7,607,- 
169, from $5,157,690, while those out- 
side Canada were $36,354,280, as 
compared with 20,071,135 a year ago. 

Current Loans Contract 

As opposed to this situation, the 
customers of the Bank have not re- 
quired as much accommodation as 
under normal trade conditions. As a 
result, current loans are down ‘to 
$251,885,262, from $302,931,269 last 
year. 

Total profits were $4,005,153, equiv- 
‘alent to 5.32 per cent. on the com- 
bined capital, rest and undivided 
profits. They were down from $4,- 
663,100 a year ago, a decline of ap- 
proximately $650,000. Out of the 
profits there was set, aside for divi- 
dends to shareholders $3,060,000, as 
compared with $3,960,000i provision 
or taxes Dominion government $508,- 
658, and reservation for bank prem- 
ises $100,000.

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Democracy. Vs. Dictatorship 


Out of the welter of financial and economic difficulties and problems 
new troubling a confused world,—and .which are directly or indirectly the 
outcome and aftermath of the Great War,—there has emerged one great 
question which now begins to overshadow all others, because all others are 
bound, up in it. ‘That question may be summed up in the words: Has 
Democracy failed? Are democratic forms of government incapable of suc- 
cessfully dealing with conditions as they now exist in most countries and in) 
the world,at large? 

The Great War. we were told, was a war to end war; a.war to save 
civilization; a war to protect ‘democracy from autocracy. Nevertheless ir 
actual results as we see them throughout the world today, there is now more} 
talk of war than there was in the early months of 1914: there are more: 
people who question whether civilization was saved, or can be saved; there 
is more of the autocratic in government’ 'taan was the case during a half 
century before the war. ; 


The question, therefore, that most naturally is disturbing thé minds of | 


all thoughtful people is: Whither are we drifting? What is to be the cut- 
. come of the present drift? Is it impossible under demccratic forms of gov- 


ernment to. solve present problems, and, in order to solve them, is it neces- | 


sary that new systems and forms of government be set up? 
Four great nations are today under openly acknowledged d: ctatorships, 


-~Russia, Italy, Germany and Austria. Parliamentary institut‘ons are either} 


wholly abolished or suspended in all these countries. Under stress of existing 
financial and economic emergencies, greater powers have been granted to a 
Democratic President in the United States by a Congress under control of 
the Democratic party than were even dreamed of a: few years ago. In Can- 


ada certain emergency powers have been conferred upon a Conservative | 


Government, while in Great Britain a union of members of all parties exists 
under the name of a National Government. ' 

There is, however, this difference as between Russia, Germany, Italy, 
Austria, and the United States, Canada, Great Britain, that whereas in the 
first: four named countries parliamentary government is, for the time being 
at least, abol’shed, in the latter named countries Parliaments still retain full 
control of the situation and can at any time withdraw the powers granted by 
them to their respective governments. 

It would, however, be idle to deny that there is’ an under- current of | 
opinion existing in-the ranks of all political groups to a greater or less de- 
gree that present representative forms of government have nct measured 
up as well as it was expected they would, should and could, to the needs 
of the time. As a result, intelligent men and women are asking whether the 
faulf lies in the free democratic system itself, or whether it lies rather in 
tne failure of those who for the time being are the leaders and representa- 
tives of the people under that system to adequately meet the respons-bilities 
and discharged the duties imposed upon them. 

One writer in a Western magazine discussing the rise of d’ctatorships in| 
Europe, says: “Those who are out-and-out democrats, and who believe in par- 
liamentary government, will regret this relapse, but it is evident that it is 
only under certain conditions that democracy is the wisest and safest form 
of rule. When people are controlled by passion or prejudice, or when they 
are ignorant or stupid followers of custom, they are unfit for self-govern- 
ment: When they are thoughtful and intelligent and, have a high regard for 
justice and equity, they may be trusted to manage the'r own affairs.” He 
concludes: 

“Toe moral of all this for Canada is very obvious. She is worthy of par- 
liamentary’ rule so long as wisely-chosen parliaments intelligently exercise | 
their powers, but when these are indolent or the cat’s-paw of controlling in- 
terests, then thére is bound to be agtiation for reform.” 

_ In other words, the question is: Are the people themselves measuring up 
to their individual and collective responsibilities? The conclusion seems to 
be that it is not tae democratic system of representative government that is 
at fault, but the use which the people themselves are making of that system 
in governing themselves. 

At election times when as a.people we are choosing our sddveseataltees | 
in Parliament, and through them placing a Government in power over us, 
fire we acting intelligently, or are we swayed by passion or prejudice, or | 
blindly following a charted course without thinking for ourselves or giving 
heed to what we are doing? i x 

It is never safe in life to make great decisions when we are not in a 
normal state of mind. It is as unwise to make such decisions when we are on 
the mountain-tops of prosperity and laboring under an undue optimism; it is 
equally dangerous and unwise to make them when in the deep valleys of .de- 
pression and controlled by. a- warped pessimism. The marking of our ballots 
‘should be directed, not by our emotions, but through the BPPAPAURR of our} 

thinking powers. 

Dictatorships mean the loss of liberties now enjoyed, but if as a people 
we do not show our appreeiation of’ those liberties by using them properly, 
then we are not deserving of them. Dictatorships are dangerous. If the na- | 

‘ tions of the world resort to dictatorships there is bound, sooner or later, to 
be a clash between this dictator and that dictator. Dictators must have their 


way, or they cease to be dictators, and when the desires of two or more of | 
them come into conflict the people under their authority and control will | 


suffer. 
If we cherish our present democratic institutions of government, if we 


want to retain them, we must as a people prove ourselves worthy of them. | 
We must think for ourselves. and act intelligently. Otherwise some person | 
will arise and assume to himself the autocratic power to think and act for us. |
